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DANGEROUS NONSENSE 
Amid all the headlines about 


Cuba, Algiers, Laos, outer 
space, and the Washington 
doings of the New Frontiers- 
men, perhaps you did not 
notice that a fortnight ago 
the General Assembly of the 
United Nations folded its 
tent and quietly crept away. 
This marked the end of the 
15th, and longest, session of 
that eminently futile organi - 
zation. It began last Septem- 
ber with the disgraceful 
episodes surrounding Khrush- 
chev’s visit to New York. He 
and all his Red buddies, in- 


cluding Fidel Castro, took 
advantage of their presence 
on American soil to turn the 
opening weeks of the UN ses- 
sion into a disgusting spec- 
tacle. After Khrushchev’s 
display of Soviet footwear, 
the General Assembly took a 
three months’ recess, recon- 
vened in March, and finally 
shut up shop the latter part 
of April. The trouble is that 
it will be back again. 

The only positive action - 
if you can call it that - of 
this conglomerate body was to 
keep the Congo in a state of 








continuing turmoil. It voted 
to back up the UN Secretary- 
General’s actions there, with 
you-know-who footing most of 
the bills. The result is that 
the United States is paying 
through the nose to support a 
UN force in the Congo which 
spends its time opposing and 
harassing the only thoroughly 
anti-communist regime in 
that troubled land. 

The UN General Assembly, 
now under practical control 
of a batch of new so-called 
‘governments’ in Africa and 
Asia, didnothing at all about 
the various current crises. 
Laos was hardly mentioned. The 
Cuban crisis merely provided 
a sounding board for Castro’s 
stooges in the UN to blast 
America -with worldwide press 
coverage. However, we can

No sane American has to be 
told of the importance of our 
missile program in the state 
of today’s world. But take a 
look at 22 of our missile 
bases. In the last four and a 
half years there have been 
327 labor strikes at these 
bases. This meant a loss to

our defense program of nearly 
163,000 man-days. 

What was the cause of these 
strikes? Was it because the 
union members on these jobs 
were exploited and underpaid? 
The poorest-paid workers -the 
common laborers —- have been 
pulling down as much as $287 
a week at some of these bases. 
Pipefitters at one base, ac- 
cording to the McClellan 
Committee, draw more than 
$365 a week. At Cape Canaveral 
an electrician collected per 
week practically the same pay 
as the salary of the Vice 
President of the United 
States. At an Air Force base 
in California, ironworkers 
average more pay per week than 
the Secretary of Defense. 


There are many more exam- 
ples turned up by the commit- 
tee, but this will give you 
a notion of how ‘underprivi- 
leged’ are these labor-union 
members. It will also give 
you an idea of what happens 
to your tax dollars when they 
are grabbed for one of the 
few justified federal pur- 
poses — national defense. 

These fantastic labor rates 
are brought about by the 
union bosses with the gimmick 
of overtime — forced overtime 
whether it is needed on the 
job or not. The national gov- 
ernment, which is the ultim- 
ate employer, takes what is 
called a neutral attitude 
on labor questions. But actu- 
ally, according to testimony 
of contractors, the govern- 
ment plays the game of the 
big-labor bosses. If a union 
pulls a strike at a missile 
base, the government puts 
pressure not on the union 
boss, but on the contractor 
to resume work. The only way 
the contractor can do so is 
to give in to the union de- 
mands. And what constitutes 
cause for strike at these all- 
important missile bases? Here 
is only one example. It 
involves electric cords. The 
Air Force is spending three 
million dollars more of your 
money than is necessary for 








the plugs attached to these 
cords. That’s what could be 
saved if the plugs were at- 
tached in the factory, as is 
the common practice. But at 
the missile bases, the plugs 
must be brought in separately 
and then workers on the base 
are paid to attach them. When 
cords were brought to a base 


SCARED ‘LIBERALS’ 


A strange new phenomenon 
deserves brief mention. It is 
the sudden special interest 
evidenced by certain of our 
great metropolitan dailies in 
pro-American, anti-communist 
movements and speakers.

agent for the FBI. The whole 
tone of the Times’ story con- 
veyed the impression of some- 
thing odd and even dangerous 
about the large number of 
people, particularly young 
people, who turned out to 
listen to Mr. Philbrick’s 
excellent message. 

Why this sudden need on the 
part of the ‘liberal’ press 
to cover with odium the whole 
conservative, pro-American, 
anti-communist movement? Of 
course this movement has its 
crackpot or lunatic fringe, 
but so has the ‘liberal’ 
movement. ‘Liberals’ too are 
human beings, hard as it is 
to believe sometimes, and we 
suspect that in any fair con- 
test on crackpottery between 
the two groups, the ‘liberals’ 
would win hands down. But 
the ‘liberal’ lunatic fringe 
does not get this kind of 
publicity. If anything, it 
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is treated with pontifical 
seriousness. 

However, aside from this, 
there is a very encouraging 
sign in the abrupt attempt 
to downgrade sincere anti- 
communist pro-Americans. 
First, it shows how backwardly 
reactionary the modern ‘li- 
berals’ have become. They 
evidently think there is 
something peculiar in the 
fact that great numbers of 


Americans are opposed to 
their collectivist, soft-on- 
communism ideas. Second, the 
‘liberals’ would never give 
so much publicity, no matter 
how bad, to pro-American 
movements were it not for 
the fact that these movements 
are becoming more and more 
effective. The reactionary 
‘liberals’ are scared. Would 
it not be a good idea to 
keep them that way?

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Book Review 


‘“*PREFABRICATED CONFORMISTS” 


THE FUTURE OF EDUCATION by 
Thomas Molnar, 159 pages, 
Fleet Publishing, V.Y., $3.95. 

Thomas Molnar has produced 
a tough nut to crack for the 
modern educationists and the 
pseudo-intellectuals of the 
NEA. His book is a searing 
indictment of modern educa- 
tion, written by a true in- 
tellectual. Dr. Molnar writes 
not of means and methods but 
of the moral and intellectual 
debasement of education. He 
is today Professor of French 
and World Literature at 
Brooklyn College, correspon- 
dent for a French weekly, a 


contributing editor of Na- 
tional Review. Of Hungarian- 
Belgian parentage, he came 
here after the war, having 
suffered arrest at the hands 
of the Nazis. He has a dis- 
tinguished record for scholar- 
ship. But no doubt none of 
this will prevent him from 
being blasted as an ‘enemy of 
education,’ etc., etc., by 
the NEA hierarchy and its 
minions. Presumably this is 
the only answer they have 
left to the mounting evidence 
of nearly irreparable harm 
they and their theories have 
wrought upon education in 











general and students in 
particular. 

Dr. Molnar is not sanguine 
about the future of education 
either here or abroad, and 
his book is by no means a 
cheerful one. He sees the 
general debilitation flowing 
from a modern society steeped 
in economic and political 
collectivism - and a mass 
culture which isn’t culture 
at all - as seriously affect- 
ing educational theory and 
practice. The result is the 
delivery of the schools into 
the hands of the ‘progressiv- 
ists,’ -— the Deweyites and 
their disciples - to whom 
education has no meaning oth- 
er than turning out mediocri- 
ties (‘prefabricated conforn- 
ists’ is the author’s term) 
who will conform, sans thought, 
to the collectivist ‘norm.’ 
As Dr. Molnar puts it: “With 
the help of a largely unin- 
formed public and the funds 
of various opportunistic 
agencies, they are turning 
our schools into social ex- 
periment stations, ideological 
laboratories, or often simply 
shelters for idle youth.” His 
concern, in writing this 
book, is ‘‘the preservation of 
civilized standards and the 
encouragement of man’s natural 
aspirations toward excellence.” 





He puts his finger on the 
terrible fallacy of the ‘life 
adjusters.’ Instead of the 
schools serving their tradi- 
tional function of teaching 
students to think, to reason 
through study and understand- 
ingin the great intellectual, 
moral and cultural heritage 
of Western civilization, the 
‘life-adjusters’ turn the 
classrooms into microcosms of 
life outside. ‘‘Why then,” 
asks Dr. Molnar, “should 
youth not remain in the 
streets where life may be 
observed and experienced 
directly? What are the ad- 
vantages of crossing the 
school building’s threshold 
when the smiling bureaucrats 
and harassed teachers therein 
offer no deep insights, chal- 
lenging questions, adventures 
for the mind.” 

The great tragedy, of 
course — in which Dr. Molnar 
sees the only hope for the 
future - is that with its in- 
stinctive need for knowledge 
and natural curiosity, youth 
is ready to listen to authen- 
tic teaching. But somebody 
has to see that it is provid- 
ed. Dr. Russell Kirk, in his 
foreword, sounds the warning: 
“Perhaps a great act of will 
...may redeem modern educa- 
tion. Otherwise it may be said
